ABOUT BEET GROWING. 


Many sections In the state of Michi- 


gan are taking on-a new life as a re- 
mit of the beet growing icdustry. In 
which tbey have engaged A friend 
who has taken pains to look Into the 
details of the sugar beet Industry In 
*everal localities la the state mention- 
ed makes a uniformly favorable report 
of the prosperity which has come In 
these beet growing neighborhoods. 
One instance Is reported of a farmer 
who paid $200 down en a forty acre 
farm eight years ago. Last summer. 
when teen, he had paid for the land In 
foil, had bought acd paid *or thirty 
acres-besides, had erected substantial. 
buildings, bad all .the machinery be 
reeded, was out of .debt and worth 
$5,500 more than he was Els years 
ago, as the first two years he did not 
know how. to grow beets at a profit. 
When patches of beets of five acres or 
less are grown the owner or renter 
usually cares for them himself. 
If 


more than this area, foreign families 
are usually hired to look after the 
crop, the price paid for dolns the hard 
work being usually about $20 per acre. 
The beets fetch 55 a ton, and the aver- 
age yield Is about eight tons per acre.

Professor. Bolley of the North Da- 


kota Agricultural college has been 
conducting extensive experlrnents In 
the use • of a spray cf iron sulphata 
for destroying mustard In gralnfields 
Such good results have been had with 
this new weed exterminator that one 
firm' at Fargo, X. IX, has put In a 
stock of a thousand tons of Iron sul- 
phate, while many, farmers who have 
tried it buy the chemical in ton lots. 
Some of the larger farmers are tpray- 
Icg thousands of acres for mustard 
and. In addition to destroying th« 
weeds, have secured an Increase In 
wheat yield of as high as five bushels 
per acre. While this method of weed 
destruction was developed primarily to 
destroy the yellow mustard, it has 
been fourd very .effective In killing 
raaoy other varieties. Including false 
flax, vrormseed, mustard, shepherd's 
purse, 
l<all 
mustard, cornx cockle, 


chlcktreed. dandelion. Canada thistle, 
bindweed, plantain, rough pigweed, 
ragweed nod coctleliur. 


has been given thorough preparation 
for the reception of the seed. It is well 
to wait sir or seven days, depending 
Eomewhat'on the weather condit'ons, 
until the weed seed gtts nicely germi- 
nated ard is beginning to show above 
ground. It 13 well to give the field a 
very thorough harrowing, letting the 
drags lap and then giving the same 
treatment at rl=ht angles. Again, as 
e<x>n as the i>otatoes begin to show 
above ground the patch should be gone 
over with a four shovel cultivator acd 
the rows given 'a shallow covering, 
which will start a new batch of weed* 
to sproutlnjr. At the end of four or 
five days, jrben the potato sprouts be- 
jrln to break through this covering, the 
field may be gone over again with the 
harrow crosswaj-s of the rows, which 
will again swat the weeds In the row 
acd rot Injure the young vines to 
tpt-ak of. Later on cultivation should 
be given, acd if the soil Is mellow acd 
weeds are still germinating another 
treatment may be given with the har- 
row when the vines have got past the 
brittle »tate. Methods similar to ths 
atiove, will not only put the soil in fine 
rendition for the growth of the crop, 
bet will reduce the weed pest to a 
mlnlrcnm. All the succeeding work In 
the field, even through digging time, 
will be pleasacter and more satisfac- 
tory as a result cf this weed cam- 
paign atths start. 


LADYBUGS DESTROY SCALE. 
The owner cf an old orchard near 


Ephrata. Pa, has undertaken a quite 
lystemallc propagation cf the lady- 
bsg as an aid In keepicg In check the 
ravages of the San Jose scale, with 
which -bis orchard had become in- 
fested. The trees were so large and in 
ruch condition that te did not feel that 
he would be justified In spraying and 
was en the point cf cutting the or- 
chard down wbtn be noticed that fcr 
some reason the scale Insects were 
fce!d la check. On making an «xan- 
lr.all"n be found that a colony of Udj 
bugs was wintering near the roots ol 
cue of the trees, which he concluded 
was the agency which was doles the 
good work. Since that time, a'little 
more than a year ago, they bare multi- 
plied unto every tree has Its colony of 
tugs. Dating the (summer the lady 
Ings craw] all over the tree 
en plant l(ce and the scale, and when 
fan comes they congregate at the base 
cf the tree, where they spend thrwln- 
ter.
